Dribben'’s Gila — sources of 
affection, pleasure and ser 
Vice — but rather on the ef- 
fectiveness of the pubiic con- 
trol of rabies In Israel, this 
control ig ineffective and 
wasteful, as well as savage 
and vicious. 


No pregreasive community 
‘in the world today uses 
_strychnine-poisoned ‘bait to 
|control rabies. The presence 
here of wT animal popula- 
tiang7in which rabies is en- 
Gemic M no excuse Staies 
in the USA. with the same 
probiem in their coyote and 
jackal popuiations» have aiso 
found that poisoning — quite 
apart from its evil soci ef- 


fecta — does not decrease 
the incidence of rabies 
Briefly, effective rabies 


control involves : 

LA state-wide, one-hundred 
per cent state-subsidised in- 
inoculation Campaign, not lin- 
ked to municipal dog-licens- 
ing. as in. Israel 

2 A campaign of positive 
education, linked to this in- 
noculation campaign —in the 
achools, the preag and on the 
radio. 

&. An adequately staffed and 
inspected organization for hu- 
Mane trapping, using modern 
equipment and responsibie to 
a committee constituted of 
members of the public as well 
as government health, ve 
terinary and educational ex- 


perts. 
4. The institution of welil-or- 
ganized, well-staffed, regional 
centres for the decent quaran- 
tine of sick dogs, the concen- 
tration of strays and the ad- 
ministration of humane de 
struction, where it is neces- 
sary, competent profes- 
sionals. (An intra-venous in- 
jection of nembutho!l ig the 
technique employed teday in 
advanced countries.) 
5. Humane, effective legisia- 
tion — at both local and 
government level — &@s a ba- 
sig for the service. 

The financing of such a 

ogramme is not at all prohi- 
citive. Ironically, our present 
services de a sizeable 
budget and employ consider- 
able personnel. But re-direc- 
tion of the present éutlay in 
mortey and energy ts essen- 
tial; for rabies must at length 
be brought under control.

Radio-Isotopes In 
Medicine and Farming 


VIENNA.— 
PPLICATIONS of radio- 
isotopes in the study of 
\tropical diseases were re- 
Viewed at an international 
symposium held jointly by the 
| International Atomic Energy 
Agency and the World Health 
| Organization in Bangkok last 
month, Experts from 15 coun- 
tries who participated in the 
|Meeting reported that isotope 
techniques had become valu- 
able tools in the investigation 


of several major health prob- | to crops 
ove 


lems in tropical regions and 
that the results already o} 
tained were likely to help sub- 
tantially in controlling them. 


The meeting showed that 
the nature and causes of cer- 
tain types of anaemia widely 
prevalent in tropical areas 
are now being investigated 
with radioactive isotopes of 
iron and chromium. while 
radioactive iodine has become 
indispensable in efforts to 
determine the causative fac- 
tors of endemic goitre, a 
disease associated with the 
function of the thyroid gland, 
where iodine tends to concen- 
trate. As for diseases caused 
by insects such as malaria or 
those caused by parasites 
such as hookworm,. radioiso- 
topes help the study of the 
physiology, biochemistry and 
behaviour pattern of the in- 


|sects and parasites concerned 
and in devising effective me 
thods of attacking them. The 
application of isotopes im the 
investigation of disorders due 
to nutritiona! deficiencies was 
also discussed at the meeting. 
Insect Pests 
The symposium in 
followed another uty 
bay earlier last month om the 


uve of radioisotopes in the 
fignt against § insect pe 
‘which cause enormous 


and livestock all 
r the world. The discus- 
| sions, in which scientists from 
nt countries teok part. in- 
dicated that studies made by 
isotope techniques had been 
of much value in the effective 
use of chemical insecticides 
,and might lead to the develop- 
| ment of new insecticides with 
more specific action on dif- 
ferent types of insects. Direct 
application of radiation for 
pest control wag also discus- 
sed. Interest was exp 
both in developin suitable 
facilities for the ruction 
of insects by subjecting them 
to large doses of radiation 
and in the technique already 
jadopted successfully in certain 
jareas for self-elimination of 
insect populationg by the re- 
lease of male insects made 
| sterile r radia ‘ion. 
International Atomic 
o- Energy Agency/
